Raids net more than £10k 
of illegal cigs and tobacco

TRADING Standards have seized 
more than 50,000 illegal cigarettes 
with a black market value of more 
than £10,000 in a series of raids in 
Luton. 

In the latest raid, details of which 
have just been revealed, they recov¬ 
ered fewer cigarettes, leading trad¬ 
ing standards officials to conclude 
the clampdown is succeeding. 

Stephen Dibble, Trading Standards 
Team Leader for the raids, said: “The 
raids have been successful in that 
each raid has brought in less and less 
illegal products, which shows we are 


clamping down on the trade and 
that people know we are closing in.” 

In three separate raids, with the 
first in September of last year, over 
50,000 cigarettes have been seized 
along with 12.5kg of rolling tobacco. 

The final raid took place on 
Monday fune 30, with a far smaller 
total seized than on the earlier raids. 

Mr Dibble went on to say: “The 
reduced amount shows that we are 
winning the battle in the illegal 
trade of cigarettes and tobacco 
products in the town.” 

The illicit cigarettes have a street 
value of between £4 and £4.50 per 
packet of 20, compared to a price of 
between £7 and £8 when bought 
legally with duty included.

On the purposes of the raids, Mr 
Dibble said: “One of the big 
concerns we have about the trade of 
illicit tobacco is that it is far cheaper, 
which could encourage people and 
especially young people to take up 
smoking. 

“Also, aside from the obvious 
health risks that come with the habit 
you also just don’t know what these 
cigarettes can contain.” 


He also added that they take 
income away from businesses who 
sell tobacco products legally. 

A series of raids on September 23 
and 24 last year uncovered some 
35,000 cigarettes and highlighted 
the dangers of the knock-off 
products, with some found to 
contain asbestos and rat poison. 

The second operation, on February 
11, uncovered 12,500 cigarettes and 
almost 12kg of rolling tobacco. 

The first and second raid resulted 
in one trader being caught out twice, 
which resulted in him having his 
licence suspended. 

The third raid on shops in the town 
recorded the lowest haul of 3,500 ciga¬ 
rettes and 300g of rolling tobacco. 


However, the use of sniffer dogs 
helped them to uncover the items, 
which in some cases had been 
hidden away in secret compart¬ 
ments and even inside a vacuum 
cleaner. 

Mr Dibble added: “On the most 
recent raid, we found some hidden 
in a false compartment inside a till. 

“There was a mixture of well- 
known brands of cigarettes sold in 
this country and some Eastern 
European brands. 

“We also seized rolling tobacco 
which we expect to be counterfeit.” 

Mr Dibble added: “This is the last 
of three raids we have planned, but 
we will expect there to be more in 
the future.”

Murdered PC’s family 
collects bravery award

A BRAVERY award for a police 
constable killed while on duty 
has been given to his family in a 
ceremony this week. 

Constable Jon Henry died in 
2007 after being stabbed whilst 
trying to detain a suspect in 
Luton town centre. 

His killer was convicted of 
murder in 2009 and sentenced to 
life imprisonment. 

The award ceremony was held 
at Luton Town Hall and attended 
by PC Henry’s widow Mary 
Henry and her eight-year-old 
daughter Maggie, as well as 
family and friends. 

PC Henry was given The 
Queen’s Commendation for 
Bravery, which is ‘a bravery 
award where the circumstances 
merit national recognition’. 

HM Lord-Lieutenant of 
Bedfordshire, Helen Nellis, led 
the group of dignitaries present 
which included the Chief 
Constable of Bedfordshire Police 
Colette Paul and Luton Mayor 
Cllr Mohammed Farooq. 

The Lord-Lieutenant presented 
the bravery award to PC Henry’s 
daughter Maggie at Mary Henry’s 
request. 

The award follows a stone 
memorial erected in 2008 in St 


George Street by the Police 
Memorial Trust. 

Its unveiling was attended by a 
number of people including the 
then Prime Minister Gordon 
Brown. 

Speaking after the ceremony 
this week, the Lord-Lieutenant 
said: “It was a great privilege to 
present Mary Henry and Maggie 
with the Queen’s Commendation 
for Bravery on behalf of HM The 
Queen. 

“PC Henry attempted to appre¬ 
hend an armed suspect in order 
to protect the public and paid the 


ultimate price. 

“He demonstrated extreme 
bravery and he will remain in the 
hearts of our community as a 
courageous and noble man.” 

Colette Paul said: “Today is so 
important to not just me but to 
all of Bedfordshire Police, and 
seeing our guests here today, it 
reinforces that Ion was a very 
special part of many peoples’ 
lives, and Her Majesty’s recogni¬ 
tion of his bravery in the face of 
grave danger is a fitting tribute to 
somebody who I remain 
immensely proud of.”

A MAN has been jailed for five 
years at Luton Crown Court after 
burgling his parents home and 
attempting to rob a corner shop.

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Cancer survivor will 
ride tough Tour stage

A CANCER survivor from Luton will 
tackle one of amateur cycling's 
toughest challenges, when he takes 
on a Tour de France stage for charity. 

Richard Litchfield, aged 40, will ride 
the 18th stage of this year’s Tour de 
France in the 22nd edition of L’Etape 
de Tour next Sunday in aid of Beating 
Bowel Cancer - four days before the 
professionals race on the same 145km 
stretch. 

L’Etape gives amateur cyclists the 
opportunity to compete on a leg of 
the world famous cycle race. 

Richard, from Devon Road, said: 
“I’ve always been fit and cycled a lot. 
In fact it was because I was struggling 
with my fitness when cycling in 2011 
that I eventually went to the doctor to 
get checked out, after several months 
of putting various symptoms down to 
other causes such as stress at work. 

“So it helped me to get diagnosed 
and also helped with my recovery by 
getting me back to full fitness.” 

Richard was diagnosed in June 2011 
with second stage bowel cancer, but 
made a quick recovery in just three 
months and was back on his bike just 
six weeks after he left the hospital. 

He added: “It was a tough period but 


the silver lining was that I was off 
work recovering during the Olympics, 
which was a treat for a sports enthusi¬ 
ast such as myself - and watching the 
games helped inspire me to get 
cycling again.” 

On his upcoming test, he said: “I 
was going to ride this event last year, 
but other things came up. 

“This is just the first of many events 
I want to do, mostly to raise aware¬ 
ness of the symptoms. 


“If I raise some money too, then 
great.” 

Richard has been training for the 
L’Etape since November last year and 
in that time has racked up nearly 
4,000 miles. This year, amateurs will 
be able to ride between Pau and 
Hautacam, across high mountains in 
the Pyrenees.

Terror suspect arrested at airport 


A 22-YEAR-OLD man was arrested at 
Luton Airport on Wednesday on suspi¬ 
cion of preparation of terrorist acts. 

The man was taken into custody as 
he prepared to board a flight to 
Istanbul, Turkey. 

As of Friday, he was being held at a 
south London police station. 

A spokesman for Scotland Yard said 
on Friday morning: “Officers from the 
Metropolitan Police Service’s Counter 


Terrorism Command (S015) are investi¬ 
gating following the arrest of a 
22-year-old man at Luton Airport. 

“At approximately 4.30pm on 
Wednesday 9 July, the man was 
stopped under schedule 7 at Luton 
Airport by officers from Bedfordshire 
police before boarding a flight to 
Istanbul, Turkey. 

“He was subsequently arrested by the 
officers on suspicion of being involved 


in the preparation of acts to commit 
terrorism, contrary to Section 5 of the 
Terrorism Act 2006. 

“He was taken to a south London 
police station where he remains in 
custody.” 

In relation to the arrest, a search was 
carried out at a property in west 
London. 

The search has been completed and 
enquiries ongoing according to police.

TOUGH economic times are 
the main reason for Luton 
having one of the worst car 
test pass rates in the country 
according to local driving 
instructor Les Stonnell. 

Figures released by the 
Driver and Vehicle Standards 
Agency show Luton as having 
the 10th lowest driving test 
pass rate in the country just 37 
per cent compared to the 
national average of 41 per cent. 

There has also been a fall in 
success compared to last 
year, where 39.1 per cent of 
people who took their test at 
the Luton centre passed. 

Mr Stonnell, who has run 
the LADC School of Motoring 
for 25 years and is also liaison 
officer for Luton and District 
Driving Schools Association, 
said: “The reason isn’t so 
much down to Luton Test 
Centre, but the economy at 
the moment means people 
learning to drive just don’t 
have the money to take 
enough lessons to prepare 
fully for their test. 

“Due to the cost, a lot of the 
time people go for private 


lessons with family and 
friends, which is fine as long 
as you mix it with enough 
professional lessons. 

“Luton Test Centre offers a 
lot of support to people who 
go to learn there. 

“They don’t give any 
favours, but they do go above 
and beyond with the help 
they give. The low figures are 
mostly due to people going 
into their tests under 
prepared.” 

Aside from the economy, 


there are also other problems 
that have led to the low pass 
rate. 

One being that Luton’s 
roads are not the easiest for 
novice drivers to navigate. 

Mr Stonnell added: “There 
are also problems with Luton 
itself, such as there being a lot 
of roundabouts which prove a 
challenge for inexperienced 
drivers, but there are also lots 
of roadworks to contend with 
in areas like Church Street 
and Airport Way.”

Train death ‘non-suspicious’

Figures show rise 
in youth sex crime

MORE than 60 cases of under 
18s being accused of sexual 
offences against other young 
people were dealt with by 
police last year. 

A Freedom of Information 
request from The NSPCC 
showed that Bedfordshire 
Police officers recorded 64 
cases of under-18s being 
accused of sexual offences 
against other children during 
2013/14. 

The youngest perpetrator 


was seven and the youngest 
victim just three and the 
statistics were up on the pre¬ 
vious figure of 51 for 2012/13. 

Crimes included sexual 
assaults, rape, and obscene 
publication offences. 

The NSPCC said most 
victims knew their alleged 
abuser and some of the most 
common crimes were of 
teenage boys abusing female 
acquaintances. 

Most abusers were male but 
there was a small number of 
female abusers as well as 
victims of both sexes. 


Colin Peak, from the NSPCC, 
said: “For very young chil¬ 
dren, such as those of prima¬ 
ry school age or younger, we 
have to question the environ¬ 
ment in which they are grow¬ 
ing up in that has led them to 
behave in this way. 

“Prevention has to be the 
key and that is recognising 
warning signs early and 
taking swift action. 

“It could be that they have 
seen sexual activity that they 
are just too young to under¬ 
stand and are copying what 
they’ve seen.”

A TEACHER and broadcaster 
from Luton will join a celeb¬ 
rity chef on a judging panel 
for a cooking competition.

Mrs Rashid, who also won a 
Public Service Award at the 
Asian Women of Achievement 
Awards last month, said she 
hoped cooks in Luton would 
submit their recipes for the 
competition before tomor¬ 
row’s deadline. 

Six shortlisted chefs will 
then cook their recipes on 


Wednesday, with three final¬ 
ists going on to a live cook-off 
on August 2 where the judg¬ 
ing panel will make the final 
decision. 

Mrs Rashid said: “Food pov¬ 
erty is not exclusive to only 
households on benefits but 
also those that work. 

“Times of growing austerity 
have made us all think about 
cutting down on our food 
budgets in order to pay the 
bills and we seem to be opting 
more for convenience foods 


as a quick cheap food alterna¬ 
tive . 

“During the ‘Live Below the 
Line Challenge’ I was delight¬ 
ed that for £5 I could 
purchase food to last me a 
week, however, it was a very 
unhealthy alternative. 

“I realised after my 
challenge had ended I needed 
to go back and learn to be 
more creative when learning 
to cook with the basics and 
learn to work with more fresh 
produce.”

Students need to be vaccinated 

SIR - The Meningitis Research Foundation 
(MRF) is warning students they must get a 
vital meningitis vaccine before they head off 
to university and ensure they know the signs 
and symptoms, as some kinds of meningitis 
can’t be prevented. 

Meningitis and septicaemia can kill in 
hours and leave many survivors with serious 
disability. 

Currently all children in the UK are vacci¬ 
nated against Meningococcal C (MenC) 
infection. Since the MenC vaccine was intro¬ 
duced in the UK in 1999, an estimated 150 
lives have been saved each year and cases 
are now very rare. But we now know that 
protection offered by the vaccine does not 
last as long as expected, so the UK 
Government has launched a booster cam¬ 
paign for students entering university for the 
first time. 

The MenC booster is available to all stu¬ 
dents born after September 1995 entering 
university for the first time, and anyone 
under age 25 who has never had a MenC vac¬ 
cination. Students should get immunised at 
least two weeks before they go away to study. 

Those who start the term without the 
booster should arrange to get it as soon as 
possible either through their university or 
college health centre or with their new GP. 

MenB vaccine was recommended for 
infants in the UK in March 2014 but negotia¬ 
tions to implement it via the NHS have yet to 
begin. The vaccine is available privately but 


not everyone can afford it, and some other 
kinds of meningitis can’t be prevented. This 
is why MRF encourages everyone to learn 
the symptoms of meningitis and septicae¬ 
mia and be prepared to act fast if they or 
their friends become ill.

A T long last there 
could be hope for 
those historically 
abused at a former 
Catholic boys home. 

The Government, under 
pressure itself, is setting up 
an inquiry into historic 
abuse. 

And the current Pope has 
also promised to listen and 
act on allegations of abuse by 
Catholic priests. St Francis 
Home, in Shefford, took boys 
from across the county and 
wider, where, instead of 
being cared for, they were 
systematically abused, both 
physically and sexually. 

While we have been 
reporting this for more than 
a decade, so far no arm of the 
Establishment has taken any 
action. 

They told us of a paedophile 
ring, which we reported and 
the Establishment ignored. 
They told us that at some 
homes, not necessarily St 
Francis, boys were ‘hired out’ 
to paedophiles, some of 
whom were high ranking and 
famous, which we reported 
and the Establishment 
ignored. 

It was also demonstrated 
that Savile visited the home. 
Two did take legal action and 
won out of court settlements. 
And many of them are 
currently taking out a class 
action against the Catholic 
Church.

Exposing abusers 
provide hope 


The police are also investi¬ 
gating claims of abuse, for 
the third time, but it does not 
look hopeful. 

The Catholic Church has 
never really commented, 
other than it cannot 
comment. 

I did once doorstep one of 
the abusers, Father John 
Ryan, who also would not 
comment. He has since died. 
This newspaper and me 
personally have been called 
scum for raising these 
matters and refusing to let 
the abuse of hundreds of 
boys fade away. 

Still some of these men, 
now in their middle age, still 
suffer the agonies and 
‘traumatic emotional 
turmoil’, to quote one of 
them. 

And many of them, as 
grown men are embarrassed 
and ashamed of what was 
done to them. Historically 
the Catholic Church, the 
police, the former 
Bedfordshire County Council 
and the political 


establishment has either 
ignored these claims, or 
brushed them under the 
carpet after a cursory 
glance. 

Now is the time for the 
church, the police, the 
politicians to recognise the 
true horror of St Francis Boys 
Home, Shefford. 

The exposure of the prolific 
crimes of Savile and the 
conviction of celebrities 
such as Gary Glitter, Stuart 
Hall and Rolf Harris has 
given abused children the 
confidence to speak out at 
long last, reassured that they 
have a voice that will be 
heard and respected. 

The walls of protection that 
were built around abusers 
within the Establishment are 
being dismantled and we 
need to ensure that they are 
never rebuilt. So the Shefford 
boys along with other abused 
children can hold their heads 
high and in their case, the 
least that the church can do 
is pay appropriate damages 
and say sorry.

Frank said: “I was a 
young detective on 
duty the night Mandy 
died and arrived on 
the scene where it 
happened in the after- 
math. 

“I attended her 
funeral and this 
means a lot to me to be 
able to do this and 
give something back 
to COPS.”

£7m scheme will 
cut energy costs

A NEW multi-million pound 
scheme has been revealed 
which will cut energy bills in 
750 council properties across 
Luton. 

The £7million project will 
see insulation works carried 
out across Luton at Spandow 
Court, Essex Court and coun¬ 
cil homes across Lewsey 
Farm and Marsh Farm in a 
joint venture between the 
council and housing special¬ 
ists Keepmoat. 


Cllr Tom Shaw, Portfolio 
Holder for Housing, said: 
“Rising energy bills is becom¬ 
ing a real issue for many fam¬ 
ilies in Luton, especially in 
these harsh economic times. 

“This is why we agreed to 
carry out our largest ever 
single investment in energy 
efficiency works for our 
housing stock.” 

The work will see insulation 
added to outer walls and roofs 
along with guttering being 
replaced. 

It has been funded mostly 
by the council’s Housing 


Revenue Account, along with 
a £650,000 contribution from 
the Energy Companies 
Obligation. 

Estimates suggest that the 
work could save tenants £150- 
£350 a year. 

Dan Germann, Southern 
Managing Director of 
Keepmoat, said: “We won’t 
know the full extent of this 
until the improvements have 
been in place for 12 months. 
One year after the measures 
have been in place we will 
revisit these homes to see 
what difference it has made.”

Burglar given five 
years for threats

A BURGLAR who threatened 
his victim’s family in an 
attempt to prevent himself 
from being identified has 
been jailed for five years. 

Christopher Treynor, 26, of 
Bramingham Road, was 
sentenced at Luton Crown 
Court on Friday, July 4. 

He had pleaded guilty at the 
same court of being one of 
two men who burgled 
Margaret Beer’s home in 
Derby Road, Luton, on 


February 22 this year. He 
denied threatening her 
grandson Richard Antoni and 
his girlfriend Tricia Flaherty, 
but was convicted of attempt¬ 
ing to pervert the course of 
justice on March 29 and doing 
acts tending to pervert the 
course of justice on March 30. 

Prosecutor George Heimler 
said an elderly woman had 
been present when the 
burglary took place and that 
she had identified Treynor to 
the police. 

Giving evidence, Mr Antoni 
said that Treynor told him 


that unless he got his grand¬ 
mother to change her 
statement, he would ‘make 
his life hell’. 

The prosecutor added that 
Treynor also saw Mr Antoni’s 
girlfriend, Ms Flaherty in the 
street and told her that if her 
boyfriend’s grandmother 
identified him she should 
‘watch out for her kids’. 

Passing his sentence last 
Friday, Judge Michael Kay QC 
also made a restraining order 
banning Treynor from 
contacting the victims for 
five years.

Judge jails trader for 
fake wheel trim sales

A TRADER has been jailed 
for 18 months for selling 
wheel trims with fake logos. 

Nigel Furr, 55, of Clinton 
Avenue, was sentenced at 
Luton Crown Court for selling 
the bogus designs for brands 
such as Vauxhall, Volkswagen 
and Nissan. 

Furr’s son, Thomas, 26, 
received a suspended eight- 
month sentence and 180 
hours of community service. 
Both men pleaded guilty to 


offences under the Trade 
Marks Act 1994. 

Nigel Furr had previously 
been warned by Luton coun¬ 
cil’s trading standards 
department in 2008 and 2010 
about selling fake branded 
goods. 

Along with his son, they 
used several eBay accounts to 
sell trims with embossed 
trade marks they had import¬ 
ed into the UK. 

After a further complaint by 
Vauxhall, council officers did 
test purchases which 
confirmed the goods were 


still fake. The authority then 
raided Nigel Furr’s home and 
business premises in 
November 2011 and seized a 
large quantity of wheel trims. 

In sentencing, the judge 
took into account Furr’s will¬ 
ingness to continue illegal 
trading despite already being 
warned his actions were 
criminal offences, and as a 
result issued an immediate 
custodial sentence. 

The council said it will now 
be looking to seize the money 
he made from his illegal 
trading.

How To Train Your Dragon 2 
In cinemas now

WITH the original film being one of 
the best new animations over the 
past few years - the inevitable 
sequel would always ensue. 

But fortunately it doesn’t suffer the 
same fate as some computer-gener¬ 
ated follow-ups by at least being the 
equal of the first film. 

What is lost out in originality, they 
regain with a meatier, more epic 
adventure - with some of the most 
lusciously animation seen to date. 

Its been five years since teenage 
Viking Hiccup and his trusty dragon 


Toothless successfully united the 
inhabitants of the island of Berk. 

Life is great, until Hiccup (Jay

selves embroiled in a battle that 
could change the new-found peace 
and stability on their home world. 

The film shows superior class with 
a polished feel more akin to 
Dreamworks’ earlier Shrek films and 
Disney’s Pixar movies, to always 


keep it above middling animation 
fare. It might become a bit busy in 
places for younger viewers, but the 
colourfulness of the dragons on¬ 
screen always engage, and it is deep 
enough to entertain adults too. 

But once again it’s Baruchel’s 
Hiccup who really provides the 
movie’s amiable presence and - 
along with his ‘Night Fury’ Toothless 
- really breathes fire into the coals to 
stoke up an entertaining adventure. 

That coupled with truly jaw-drop¬ 
ping animation - you can really see 
subtle improvements with facial 
expressions and wind-swept hair 
even compared to a few years ago - 
then HTTYD 2 and Dreamworks 
really raise the bar for other studios 
to emulate.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, home and 
mobile phone numbers and email address . If you are 
offered an interview, the employer will want to get 
hold of you so give him as many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

County claim draw 
for the second time

CRICKET 

TWO draws from two games have left 
Bedfordshire three places from the bot¬ 
tom of the Eastern Division of the 
Unicorns Championship. 

They have though played a game fewer 
than any other county except Norfolk and 
a win over Cambridgeshire at Bedford 
Modern School next weekend would see 
them climbing up the table. 

During the week's break, Bedfordshire 
will be hoping that injuries to Dan 
Blacktopp and Shabbz Hussain respond 
to treatment. Blacktopp, who missed 
most of the one day programme after 
damaging an ankle in practice, was hob¬ 
bling badly at the end of last week's game 
at Cumberland, although it didn't pre¬ 
vent him from making 93 in the second 
innings, while Hussain took another 
blow on his damaged finger. 

The county will have been pleased to 
have come away from Cumberland with a 
draw. Having been put in, they picked up 
three batting points thanks to a fine 
innings by George Thurstance who made 
93 of the Beds total of 276-9 declared. 

There was little in the wicket for the 
bowlers by the time Cumberland went 
into bat and off-spinner Jon Carpenter 
persevered well to finish with figures of 
5-107 from 28 overs. 

On such a flat pitch, Cumberland would 
have done better to declare when they 
had achieved maximum batting points 
and so keep the game open. 

Instead, skipper Gary Pratt chose to bat 
on as he feasted on the bowling to smash 
an unbeaten 135. This resulted in 
Cumberland building a first innings lead 
of 125 which left Bedfordshire with little 
option but to play for a draw. 

They struggled a bit early on, losing four 
wickets before the close of the second 
day, but on the third morning Blacktopp 
raced to 93 before being caught at slip. 

Nightwatchman Colin Griggs, who had 
defended determinedly, soon followed 
and at 191-6 Bedfordshire were far from 
out of the woods. 

AlexMartin (57) and Martin Weightman 
(55) then shared a good partnership and 
when Martin was out to the new ball, 
Weightman continued the progress with 
Carpenter. 

Carpenter then blazed away happily 
and was unbeaten on 92 when the final 
Bedfordshire wicket fell with the score on 
443. The captains agreed to an early fin¬ 
ish with the Cumberland score on 125-4. 


MICHAEL Devine has announced that he will 
face Danny Connor in the Tight of the year' on 
September 6 at York Hall in a potential elimi¬ 
nator for the Southern Area Lightweight Title. 

The two-weight champion, who initially won 
the belt at Super Featherweight level in March 
2013, will step-up divisions against Connor for 
the opportunity to face current holder Adam 
Dingsdale. 

Devine, also known as ‘Chunky’, successfully 
made the transition from Super Featherweight 
to Lightweight earlier this year when he beat 
Tornike Tortladze to be crowned as the 
International Masters Silver champion. 

And the Luton boxer can’t wait for the oppor¬ 
tunity to fight for another belt, and believes 
that the September showdown will be one of 
the fights of the year. 

He said: “It’s not often fights like these come 
around where two of the best and most promis¬ 
ing boys face off against each other this early on 
in their careers. 

“Some promoters and managers want to pro¬ 
tect their guys as much as possible and not put 
them in these situations. But we’re both desper¬ 
ate to step-up, and these are the fights you need 
to get passed. 

“These are the fights where a star is usually 
born, and the fans get to see a glimpse of what 
could be the next big thing coming up in British 
boxing. 

“There’s been some banter flying about 
online. But I’m a naturally relaxed person any¬ 
way so the big occasions don’t really have too 
much of an affect on me. 

“I’ll look to bring a big crowd down and get the 
place packed out with Team Chunky support¬ 
ers, so we’ll see on the night how Danny gets on 
with a hostile reception.” 

Devine, who has won 11 of his 12 professional 
bouts, admits that his decision to accept the 
fight this early on in his career was initially 
greeted with surprise by a few within boxing. 

But the Luton puncher hopes to follow in the 


footsteps of local greats Graham Earl and Billy 
Schwer, and insists that he has no interest in 
wasting his time with journeymen. 

In what is expected to be a sold-out York Hall 
for the occasion, Devine is confident the win¬ 
ner will also go on to eventually earn a shot at 
the British title. 

He added: “I’m not interested in padding out 
my record which a lot of guys do. At first it’s 
obviously a good idea to get the experience. But 
you eventually reach a certain level when you 
gain nothing from it - boxing-wise - and 
become known as someone who ducks the big 
fights - and that’s not who I am. 

“In terms of experience, I’m still quite young. I 
may only be 12 fights in, but you can see what 
I’ve already achieved in winning the Southern 
Area and Masters at two different weights. 

“I’m at the stage of my career when I’m hungry 
and desperate to win titles, and everything else 
is just a distraction. 

“I’m from a town where some of the greatest 
boxers this country has ever seen have come 
from, and I want to be every bit as good as them 
and bring some glory back to Luton. 


“If Danny’s people want to see me as the 
underdog, that’s OK. I’m fine with that tag, 
because it’s usually the guys who underesti¬ 
mate their opponents who end up getting bit¬ 
ten. 

“I’m still young and I’m not the finished arti¬ 
cle yet, but neither is Danny. I do my homework 
on all of my opponents building up to fights 
religiously, and I work myself like a dog for them 
in training. I’ll end up knowing Danny’s weak¬ 
nesses better than he knows them himself, and 
I’ll look to exploit every one of them. 

“When it comes to boxing, I know where I’ve 
come from. But nobody is going to stand in my 
way in reaching my goals. I’m just a standard 
working guy. I don’t have any sponsors so can’t 
train full-time yet. 

“And even if don’t get the sponsorship support 
I need, I’ll run on the streets, run up hills and do 
whatever I need to do to get myself into the 
shape of my life to win. 

“Nobody works harder than I do, so I wish 
Danny’s camp all the best in getting him ready 
because somebody’s going to lose, and it’s not 
going to be me.”

NEW Luton Town addition Luke 
Wilkinson has admitted that a 
reunion with manager John Still 
was a big factor in his decision to 
sign on at Kenilworth Road. 

The centre back signed a one year 
deal with Luton last week after pre¬ 
viously playing with Still at former 
club Dagenham & Redbridge. 

“John knows how I play and I know 
how he wants me to play,” Wilkinson 
said to the club website. “The gaffer 
signed me at Daggers and it was a 
real pull for me. He wanted me, I 
wanted to come, it was a no brainer. 

“Everything just felt right. The 
club, the manager, the fans. This is 
the right place for me and I’m keen 
to kick on now.” 

Wilkinson put in a transfer request 
to secure his release from League 
Two rivals Dagenham and he 
admits that the season just gone 
was a disappointing one after he 
claimed the East London club’s 
player of the year gong in 2012/13. 

“Last season was a frustrating one 


for me,” said the defender, who 
stands at 6’2” tall. 

“I had enjoyed a good season the 
year before but I missed pre-season 
with an injury and from that point 
on I was always playing catch-up. 

“Like any footballer will tell you it 
is brilliant when you’re playing and 
it’s not so good when you’re not.

“I’m a big, strong centre-half and 
I’m good in the air,” Wilkinson 
added.

Connolly told Hatters Player:

Luton have also signed 19-year-old 
striker Lee Angol - most recently at 
Wycombe Wanderers - and have 
loaned him to Conference South 
Boreham Wood for the season.
